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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 8 are amended in order to more particularly point out, ind distinctly claim the 
subject matter which the Applicants regard as their invention. The Applies nts respectfully submit 
that no new matter has been added. It is believed that this Amendment is iuUy responsive to the 
Office Action dated April 6, 2009. 

In the Office Action, Claims 1, 3-6 and 8 were rejected under 35 L .S.C § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Strano et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,01 3,178); and Claims 1. 3-6 ar d 8 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C- §102(b) as being anticipated by Kamralh (U.S. Patent No. 1 ,922, $88). Reconsideration 
and removal of these rejections are respectfully requested in view of the ]>resent amendments to 
Claims I and 8 and Hxc followin($ remarks. 

Claims 1 and 8 are amended to more clearly define the "structure" (5] in the inflow chamber, 
Tlie structure (5) is best shown in FIG. 1 . In particular it is now claimed tb it the structure extends 
substantially the entire length of the inflow chamber, and that the structure i ^rcibly directs the fluid 
radially toward the filter element along substantially the entire length of th ; filter element. 

Applicants respectfully submit that die claimedinvention distinguish es over Strano et al. and 
Kamratfa as the alleged "structure*" (18) of Strano et al. only extends over a ^ 'ery short distance; and 
in Kamrath, the alleged "structure" (24/28/27) has only the portion (24) exti aiding substantially the 
endre length of the inflow chamber and since it (24) is cylindrically shq>ed it would not forcefully 
dii^ the fluid radiiilly as in the present claimed invention. 
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In the Office; Action, Claim 8 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dupure (U.S. Patent No. 2,733,775). Reconsideration and removal of this n ijection are respectfully 
reciuested in view of the amendments to Claim 8 and the following remark*. 

In the device of Dupure, oil which is introduced through an opc ning at the top of the 
apparatus flows through the alleged "guide" (22, 26) through slots (24) to mpinge upon filter 1 0. 

Claim 8 has been amended to more clearly define the flow of the £1 uid so as to distinguish 
over Dupre, in particular that flow of the fluid is directed along an outer si rfece of (he guide. 

In view of the amendment to Claim 8, and the above remarks, removal of this rejection is 
lespectflilly requested. 

In the Office Action, Claim 10 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b. as being anticipated by 
Ciimpo (U.S. Patent No. 3,675.776). Reconsideration and removal of this p;jection are respectfully 
requested in view of the following remarks. 

On page 6 of the OfQce Action, the Office Action states that: 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Claims 10 and 1 1 rejected 
ovei the Campo patent, filed on February 4, 2009 have bi^ fully 
coniiidered but they are not persuasive. It is argued that Can ipo does 
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not teach specific mesh sizes relative to a ^target size" of a target 
foreign matter. However, it is submitted that target pore >r mesh 
sizes and other fillering properties are necessarily encompass id in the 
Cam po disclosure "specific filtering materials may be inserte* I having 
material specifically suited for the removal of particular iii^)urities" 
at column S, lines 10*15. 
In response to the Examiner's comments, the Applicants wish to respond that: 
Firstly, at pa ge 3 , last line of the Office Action, it is stated that Claim 1 0 does not specify the 
particular orientation of the target trapping and falling-off element layers However, Applicants 
refipectfiilly submit that the orientation is defined by the wording '^e fall- off preventing element 
being provided on the side surface of the inflow path of said target trappin ; element". 

Secondly, Campo cannot possibly teach the mesh sizes and the direct on of flow arrangement 
of elements in relation to the target size, because, as shown in FIG, 2, the flui d flows in two different 
dilutions through the two layers of the filter element (see direction of flow arrows near *'A", and 
dii ection of flow an-ows near "B^O- Near "A" flie fluid is first going throug i clement (60) and then 
(61). Near ''B'' the fluid is first going through element (61) and then (60), tl- erefore no arrangement 
of flie elements in xx^gard to mesh size, target size and direction of flow could be taught by Campo. 
In view of the above remarks, removal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 
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In the Office Action, Claim 4 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a ) as being unpatentable 
over Kamrath (U.S. Patent No- 1,922,688) in view of Kamrath (U.S. Patent No. 2,171,752). 
Reconsideration and removal of this rejection are respectfWly requested in ' dew of the amendment 
to Claim 1 and the Ibllowing remarks. 

Claim 4 depends from Claim 1, which is discussed above. 

In view of tlie amendment to Claim 1, and the above remarks, rem >val of this rejection is 
respectfully requested 

In the Office Action, Claims 7, 9 and 12 were rejected under 35 L.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kamratti (U.S. Patent No. 1,922,688) in view of Rabbitt (U.S. Patent No. 
2,(i55,894). Recoasideration and removal of this rejection are respectfully i equested in view of the 
amendments to Claims 1 and 8 and the following remarks. 

Claims 7, 9 and 12 depend ftom Claims 1 and 8, which are discuss ;d above. 

In view of the amendment to Claims 1 and 8 , and tiie above re narks, removal of this 
rejection is respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, Claim 1 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(g ) as being unpatentable 
over Campo (U.S. Patent No. 3,675,776) in view of Kuh et al. (U.S. .^atent No. 4,681,677). 
Reconsideration and removal of this rejection arc respectfully requested in view of the present 
amendment to the Claim 10 and the following remarks- 
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Claim 1 1 depends from Claim 10, which is discussed above. 

In view of tlie amendment to Claim 10» md the above remarics, removal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying rc] narks. Claims 1-11, as 
amended, are believed to be in condition for allowance, which action, at an ^ly date, is requested.
